Four columns of Spaniards, totaling 
14,000 men, were engaged against the 
Moroccans, The Spanish were support- 
ed by sixteen batteries of artillery and 
several heavy guns afioat 
According to natives, the Moors had 
intended to attack Tiza, which they 
knew was running short of.food and 
munitions. The rapid movements of 
the Spanish columns, however, and 
the codperation of the fleet with the 
military, throwing high explosive shells 
into the Moroccan lines, caused heavy 
losses to the tribesmen and wompelled 
their eventual retreat. 

Trenches Filled with Dead. 

MADRID, 8.—An officia) com- 
munication issued today concerning 
the operations by the Spanish army in 
the region of Melilla says that follow- 
ing intense artillery preparation vari- 
ous Spanish columns acting in combi- 
nation captured from the Moors the 
important positions of Sebt, Uladdaud, 
and Danars, in the neighborhood of 
Segangan. ‘The communication adds 
that the trenches of the Moors were 
filled with dead. 

Opens Way for New Advance. 

An unofficial communication received 
today from Gen. Berenguer, Spanish 
high commissioner in Morocco, says: 

“Today was a glorious day for our 
arms. The bravery with which our 
troops fought resulted in beating off 
ntimerous bands of the enemy. Not 
only did we carry the fight against the 
large concentrations of Guelayas and 
‘Rifians but we occupied positions 
which benefit materially our line for a 
further advance. The capture of Sebt 
enables us to command the valley of 
Segangan, which will make easier our 
future operations.” 

Guns Mow Down Moors. 

“ At daybreak three strong columns, 
supported by artillery, left Nador.

GLAND PUT 
AGEING WRITER 


Remarkable Operation to 
Revive Fading Youth. 


New York, Oct. 3.—[{Special.J—The 


gland to a human being, a “ novelty” 
operation in America, was performed 
today when Irving R. Bacon, writer, 
underwent this newest form of anatom- 
ical “ grafting” at the hands of Dr. 
Thomas Webster Edgar and associate 
surgeons. 

The other principal in the fantastic 
pruning was a Brazilian ringtail 
monkey. 

Bacon, lawyer and writer on semi- 
scientific subjects, is 58 years old. He 
declares he sought the operation “for 


juvenate himself and restore youth ‘to 
a mentality which, he declares, is suf- 
fering the inroads of old age. 

He says he feels also that humanity 
is entitled to know if any good can be 
derived from the rare operation, and 
therefore he decided to court publicity 
and to permit his name and a descrip- 
tion of the operation to be revealed. 

Hard to Cencentrate. 

' Bacon further explains that during 
the last few years he has found him- 
self at times in the “slough of 
despond.” He failed to concentrate, he 
avers, and lacked the mental elasticity 
of his younger days. At times he felt 
as if he were “73 years old instead 
of 58.” | 

So, he says, he took the matter up 
with Dr. J. McLeay, who referred him 
to Dr. Edgar, who was for two years 
associated with Dr. Serge Varonoff of 
Paris, pioneer experimenter in the 
transplanting of glands. 

It took about ten minutes to anes- 
thetize the monkey... It was given 
eight ounces of ether. Then the pa- 
tient was prepared for the “ implanta- 
tion” by the administration of a local 
anesthetic. 

The monkey was trussed to a table 
adjoining the one on which the pa- 
tient reclined while Dr. Edgar removed 
the gland. After the surgeon had 
dissected it from surrounding tissues 
until it was only attached to the sim- 

ian’s body by a slender, pulsating ar-.

There is no just reason to make a special levy 
upon street car users to pave streets, clean streets, 
build subways, or furnish free rides for policemen, 
firemen, etreet dar employés, or any other class of 
public or private workers. 

It may be good public polley to furnish tree 
transportation for persons in public service, but 
it “‘@ bad policy-to charge this expense so that 
it helpe determine what the cost of transportation 

_ shall be and not what the cost of the various da 
partments of administration shall be. 

If the etreet car systems give 100,000 free rides 
daily, they give away about $8,000 worth of service 
daily; for aix days of the week they give away 
$48,000 worth of service and for the ar over 
$2,000,000. 

To this extent the street car users contribute, | 
as street car users and not as taxpayers, to the 
operation of government departments. It ik a 
charge which ought not to be upon the passengers 
so long as fares depend upon operating costs and 

When 6 cents was regarded as the natural and 
virtually unalterable fare for a street car ride it 
was a different matter. Then what the city ob- 
tained in compensation, whether directly or in- 
directly, was not charged against the passengers, 
but against the companies. — :

Blanketing the bed can be done safe- 


ty, and in this section the ground 
should be covered as soon as it begins 
to freeze. Leaves, straw, and similar 
light materials make the best winter 
coverings for bulb beds, Never use 
fresh stable manure in muching bulbs. 
The mulch does not injure the. bulbs 
during cold weather, but danger comes 
in the spring when the bed fs being un- 
covered. The covering should not be 
left.on after the heavy fros*s have 
passed in the spring or after the bulbs 
have broken through the ground. To 
protect the tender shoots the straw or 
leaves Inay be removed by hand from 
small beds, instead of by raking. 


Hyacinths sometimes break through 


the ground before the weather is safe. 
In such cases the mulch, if not too 
heavy, will protect the tender, blunt 
shoots from being soaked by early 
spring rains and later nipped down by 
frost, injuring the bloomink spikes.

Consider, for in- 
stance, the 150% oversubscription, without 
any selling effort, of the recent government 
offer of $600,000,000 treasury short term 
notes and certificates.

We 
can not prove that these people are wrong, 
but a consideration of all factors shows that 
the probabilities are that the tide has turned 
and that present opportunities for genuine 
— bargains will not long be avail-
